The Slayer of Patrolman Doran Tells the

final result of his trial for murder; Burns is 
doing a five-years sentence at Jefferson City 
for attempted criminal assault; Bond is in the 
same institution on a three-and-a-half years 
term; Skippy Dean is in Joliet, and Cunning- 
bam was killed in Virginia while stealing a ride 
on arailroad train. Frank Fone, who escaped 
with Shea the first time, is doing a second term 
at Jefferson City. 

Immediately after Shea’s conviction for the 
murder of Officer Doran a motion for a new 
trial was filedin his case. This was not passed 
upon until after his se ond @seape, but a few 
days later, November 18, 1882, Judge Laughlin 
overruled it. Had he not done so before leav- 
iny the bench the case would have to be tried 
over again, as the law requires that the mo- 
tion fora new trial must be passed upon by 
the judge who tries the case, Otherwise a new 
trial must be granted. Fortunately for 
Shea he was never Sentenced, and 
therefore still has the t to appeal, 
His case will now be taken to the 

STATE SUPREME COURT 

by his attorney. Judge Normile was Acting 
Circuit Attorney at the time Shea was tried 
and convicted, Mr. Harris being ill. This will 
prevent Judge Normile from sentencing him 
and Judge Edwards will be called into do the 
work. Shea will probably be sentenced 
Saturtlay. 

His time was up at the Allegheny Peniten- 
tiary Monday, and that morning Detective 
Browning geit with him, Lolnz to Chicago in 
company with an officer of that city who was 
also bringing back a prisonerfrom Pittsburg. 
Browning reached Chicago yesterday morning 
and laid overthere until last night, when he 
left with his prisoner for this city.

LoN Dor, July 13.—The position of the Lib-

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HOW THE LITERARY SPIRIT IS ‘ FOSTERED 
IN Sr. LOUIS. 


Organized Local Expeditions Exploring 
Wordsworth, Kant and Goethe—The 
Browning Club of the Church of the Unity 
and Its Membership—The Novel Club— 
Harris, Snider and Soldan as Club Lead- 
ers—A Hard Tussle With Brownitng— 
Other Clubs. 


The literary feeling of St. Louis has taken 
on various aspects; it has vibrated from Kant 
to Turgeniffi—not a very wide range, some 
might think. There have been fashions, waves 
of interest that lifted Shakspeare, Dante, 
Hegel and Goethe very high indeed. The cen- 
terof alarge partof this interest has been 
in W. T. Harris, Denton J. Snider and 
F. Louis Soidan. Around them there has 
been another circle, consisting of Miss Susie 
Blow, Miss Mary O. Moculloch, Mrs. John 
W. Noble, Miss Amelia C. Fruchte, the Misses 
Halsted, one of whom wrote the novel 
„Bethesda, Mrs. Rufus J. Lackland, Mrs. 
Sterling, Mrs. Geo. W. Simpkins, Mrs. Jas. 
Norris, Mrs. Slattery, Mrs. Van Biarcom, 
Mrs. M. E. Wear and others. Around this 
clrele there is still another. It might even be 
said that each one of these persons has about 
himself or herself a circle. So the widened 
and widening influence of these purely liter- 
ary people as almost without limit. Mentions 
of local literary circles and of Denton J. Snider 
invariably bring up recoliections—it is quite 
reminiscent now—of the clever satire, ‘‘Our 
Odyssef Club, written by Mrs. Blaisdell of 
Carondelet and published anonymously. Like 
all satire, it was read, laughed over, wept 
over some and put on the shelf— 
profiting the authoress little, and against that 
little she has to charge the unfriendly feeling 


entertained for her by some of her victims. 
The fun was very lightly barbed, but hurt like 
pin-pricks or mosquito bites and was not as 


soon forgotten. It did not dimish interest in 
Snider nor yet in Homer. Both were quite as 
popular ast winter as ever before, 


though the poet was not publicly studied and 
the lecturer remained in the city but a few 
weeks. 
HARRIS, SNIDER AND SOLDAN 

are the faculty ofa S university. 
The first two have come here to lecture, and 
in their absence Mr. Soldan has kept the fires 
lighted for them. Miss Blow acted as Mr. 
Harris’ guardian angel last winter and se- 
cured for him a class so large that he 
was amply compensated for his work. 
Miss MeCulloch, who rivaied Miss Biow some- 
whatin the management of the public school 
kindergartens, espoused the cause of Mr. Sni- 
der. hey were hardly rivals in their efforts 
on behalt of these lecturers, though they were 
competitors. Many intelligent people pos- 
sessed the means to pay fees in both classes, 
but few concluded they could stand the double 
draft upon their brain power. The two gen- 
tlemen lectured on philosophical subjects 
mainly. Mr. Snider gave Saturday mornings 
to Shakspeare and attracted exceedingly large 
audiences. 

But all the long winter Mr. Soldan was work- 
ing hard with three classes of ladies. One 
took up the study of English Literature, read- 
ing Chaucer, Emerson and Dryden at the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Ciara Freeborn, 3501 
Chestnut street. They made a philosoph- 
ical and historical . of the poets 
named. Mesdames Plant, e, Van Blarcom 
and Slattery were among the most prominent 
in this class. Substantially the same ladies as 
were interested in the English literature study 
attended the Kant Club, which met at the resi- 


dence of Mre. M. E. Wear, 26389 Wash- 
ington avenue. They attacked the pbhi- 
losopher with vehemence and quite 


penetrated the crust. For next winter’s work 
they have resolved upon the substitution of 
Dante for Chaucer, Emerson and Dryden, and 
the formation ofa large Kantean club. They 
studied Dante two years ago, and it was then 
that Miss Blow made the notes sbe subse- 
quently amplified into her recently published 
: Meg of Dante. The third circle over which 
Mr. Soldan presided, studied Goethe’s Faust, 
meeting at the residence of various members. 
It was avery quiet company of women, who 
have mapped out nothing for next winter. 
There has been 
ANOTHER CIRCLE 

of literary feeling in the city that has been al- 
most entirely separated from the perambu- 
lating university above referred to. Rev. 
J. C. Learned of the Church of the 
Unity ana his wife drew about them a number 
of reading people from the congregation of 
the Unity and formed a club, which in the first 
year of its organization read Emerson. The 
second year Browning was attacked. When 
dark, deep and unfathomable lines were 
found out of which no one could get sense, or 
rather, no two students could agree on the 


interpretation, a letter was written the 
det asking him to furnish a diagram. 
fe complied with readiness and the 


archives of the Unity Browning Club contain 
several letters from Robert Browning, ex- 
planatory of his poems. For instance, in the 
reading of one poem the club got into an awful 
tangle on account of an obscurity which pre- 
vented the readers from knowing whether 
certain words were spoken by a matron or a 
maid. After much discussion they wrote to 
Robert Browning, Maker of Plays,’’ as he 


styled himself in ‘‘A Light Weman.’’ 
Here surely was a subject fit to 
his hand, and he answered in due 


season that when he wrote the words 
about which the club had questioned he had 
amatron in bis wind’seye. So the passage 
took on more of clearness or obscurity ac- 
cording as the member who had taken part in 
the discussjon was a disciple ora Philistine. 
Two winters were passed with Browning, two 
head-splitting, word-shaving winters. Dur- 
ing the second winter it was announced tbat 
Lawrence Barrett was to appear at the Grand 
Opera-house. The club knew that Brown 
ing had given Barrett his tragedy The 
Biot on the 'Scutcheon, and belove the 
tragedian announced his bill for the week the 
Président of the club was instructed to write 
Mr. Barrett, asking that he play The Blot. 
The letter was dispatched, a favorabie reply 
received, and, on the eventful night, all of the 
club membership and its friends partook of 
the cold shivers and dismantled horrors of 
the“ *Scutcheon’sBlot.’’ It was a delightful 
evening in Dantean gloom. Some of the la- 
dies only need to think of it when they espe- 
cially desire the excitement of a little shiver. 
Barrett realized that he had made all the hit 
he could with the play and has never put it on

The 
engine-houses are each the headquar- 
ters for small donations. The firemen 
last year raised $200 for the fund and 


they expect to equal that sum this year. The 
heads of the various city departments are all 
at work on individual lists and manifesting a 
gratifying interest in the fund.

How are American art students treat- 
ed in Paris by Boulanger, Lefebvre, Bou- 
guereau, Fleury and the other masters?“ 
asked a reporter of Arthur Jules Good- 
man, who has just returned from two 
years’ study in Paris. 

“Splendidly. All any of those masters 
demand of a student, be he French 
American or what not. is earnestness and 
— endeavor to profit by their teach- 

ngs. 

nen you feel no influence against you 
because of your nationality?’’ 

“Notatall. Why take the case of Gari 
Melchers. Before coming to Paris, I am 
told he studied at Dusseldorf and of course 
he had something of the German school in 
his methods. This, added to the fact that 
he is American born, might have worked 
against him if allwe hearistrue. But 
r. Melchers became a pupil of Boulanger 
and Lefebvre, and before he had been 
there any time worth mentioning he had 
both of these masters ceoply interested in 
him, while last year his picture received 
‘honorable mention’ at the Salon.” 

“By heeding what bi asters taught 

y heeding wha s m aug 
and by trying to do as they told him. If 
he had been stubborn4n his adherence to 
whatever of German methods opposed to 
the methods of his French masters he had 
acquired Boulanger and Lefebvre would 
simply have dropped him. It does not 
pay for any pupil to sit under those 
French masters determined to not unlearn 
all they may have learned elsewhere 
which is not in accordance with the 
French school?’ 

It must be French or nothing?” 
“Not exactly that; but a French master 
will take no especial interest in any pupil

Comment on the Catcher. 


Henry Chadwick, the vetran patron ofthe 
national game, in talking of catchers, com- 
ments as follows: 

Agood, brainy catcher can make a good 


itcher out of fair material, while a crazy, hair- 
rained catcher will often demoralize the best 
pitcher who evercurvedabali.’’ Never were 
truer words uttered in connection with 
base ball than the above sentence. I 
have seen it practically exemplified every 
season, and this season in particular. There 
are two kinds of catchers in teams, viz.: head- 
work players, who are competent to coach 
young pitchers to do competent, strategic 
work in the box, and mere machine catchers, 
who are only usefulin doing the mere field 
work of the position, underthe coaching of a 
strategic pitcher. The model coaching 
catcher, in my opinion, is Bushong of the 
St. Louis team, without whose valuable 
beadwork the St. Louis pitchers are all at sea 
when they face strong teams, as a general 
rule. Bushong told me recently, in reply 
to a question as to how he was able to 
catch game after game as he does: Well, for 
one thing lam careful with my hands in yielding 
to the ball as much as possible, and then my 
pitchers favor me very considerably. Too 
many pitchers, he continued, ‘‘punish their 
catchers unnecessarily, and some revenge the 
punishment they themselves are subjected to 
inthe way of base hits and earned runs, on 
their catchers. It a catcher will only train up 
0 


bis pitcher properly, 80 as t 
attain thorouzh command of the ball, 
and then direct him by private sig- 


nals when to pitch fastor slow, over the plate 
or otherwise, as occasion may require, the 
catcher would find that halt the hard work of 
his position would be removed. From what 
Il saw of the work ofthe St. Louis batteries at 
Brookiyn and Staten Island I am satisfied that 
half the success of the young pitchers of the 
St. Louis team is due to Bushong’s admirable 
coaching as catcher and head-work player of 
the battery. The mistake made by the New 
York Club management in using their colt 
pitchers this — month has been in putting 
a mere machine catcher behind the bat to 
support them, instead of one or other of the 
two head-work catcbers they have at com- 
mand. Brooklyn lacked the services of a 
head-work catcher until they obtained the 
services of O’Brien. The majority of ciub 
managers do not seem to realize the fact that 
battery teams must be made up of two oppo- 
site men, one to do the head-work whiie the 
other does the machine; in other words the 
strategist—be he catcher or pitcher—to run 
the battery and the other man to attend to the 
machinery. Great Scott! what a heap some 
club managers have to learn in order to run a 
team n that is, to get out ot it all 
its lunate strength.

HAWAIPS REVOLUTION. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT NOT YET OFFICI- 
ALLY INFORMED OF THE RECENT CRISIS. 


Instructions to the United States Minister— 
Protection of American Residents 
Schemes of the European Powers to Es- 
tablish a Protectorate the Islands— 
Condition of the Available American 
Naval Force in the Pacific. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 12.—The Depart- 
ment of State is still in official ignorance of 
the revolution in Hawali, and First-Assistant - 
Secretary Porter said last evening that the de- 
partment did not expect to hear anything for 
four or five days—not until the dispatch which 
Minister Merrill sent on the Mariposa shall 
have been sent overland from San Francisco 
and received in Washington. When asked 
whether any specific instructions had been 
issued to our Minister in Honolulu, Mr. Porter 
said that only general instructions had been 
given, although he did not apprehend 
serious results would ensue from the revolu- 
tion. In regard to the protection of the fives 
and property of Americans in Honolulu, that 
was a matter that would have to be left to the 
discretion of the American Minister and the 
naval authorities on the Pacific. The navy 
would only interfere as Rear Admiral Franklin 
did at Alexandria, a few years ago, in case our 
citizens were placed in danger. Mr. Porter 
was asked what would be the oufcome if one 
of the great powers, England, France or Ger- 
many, were to try and establish a protectorate 
over the Islands. He declined to consider that 
question at all, because, as he said, ‘‘It 
is no use thinking about coming down a hill 
before reaching the top. He added that he 
did not think the foreign embassadors would 
be likely todo anything radical orto exceed 
their authority as the press dispatch showed, 
because when the King offered to place tem- 
porary power in their hands they declined to 
accept the trust. One of the prominent officials 
of the Navy Department was asked how much 
force we have in the Pacific at the present 
time. 

NO NAVAL FORCE THERE. 

„„We have not any. was the reply, at 
least none to speak of. Now, look at the force 
England has on the Pacific Coast, a force that 
could be rapidly concentrated. All the vessels 
are in good condition, built after the latest 
models, and they carry rifled cannon of large 
caliber, and not the old smooth-bores we 
have. There is the Triumph, iron-elad, 
fourteen guns, 6,640 tons, 511 horse-power, 
the flag- ship of Kear - Admiral Sir 
Michael Culmer; the corvettes Conguest, 
fourteen guns, 2,380 tons, 2,670 horse-power; 


Caroline, fourteen guns, 1,420 tons and 1,440 
horse-power; the Hyacinthe, eight guns, her 
tonnage and horse-power the same as the 
store-ship Hiffey, 8,915 tons; the sloops Pelican 
and Wild Swan, eight guns each, and the store- 
ship Hiffey, 3,916 tons, at Coquimbo. The 
Triumph carries 600 men, the corvettes 300 
each and the sloops 150 each. Sooner than we 
could send the Atlanta from New York, which 
is the best ship we have, for it would take sev- 
enty days to steam to Hawali, England could 


ish North American fleets and still leave her 
Australian colonies protected by their own 
| vessels. Germany might try to have a pre- 
| ponderating influence there. She is now en- 
gazed ina colonial policy and is trying to ex- 
tend her powers everywhere. We can never 
afiord to see any other country obtain an 
overshadowing influence in Hawalian affairs 
and if necessary to prevent that we should go 
to war. There is no use of our having a navy 
unless we can have coaling stations,and as coal 
has been declared a contraband of war, our 
vessels would be absolutely worthiess unless 
we could obtain supplies. Honolulu is of 
more importance to us than Malta or Cyprus is 
to Great Britain, far more so, in fact. Ger- 
many has not an important fleet in that part 
of the worid, the vessels of which are in good 
shape. in Chinese waters are e men-of- 
war Wolf and Iitis, and in Australian waters 
the cruising squadron Bismarck, Carola, Oiga 
and Sophia.
